8,000 growers and ships the Sunkist 
brand of oranges and lemons, 

A few years ago, when aistressing 
market’ gs conditions forced the citrus 
growers to ‘band together, they solved 
many of the questions which had pre- 
viously tnflicted themselves upon the 
industry. 

“For several years,’ said Mr. Pow- 
ell, “the exchange has been making 
a sentific study of merchandising 
practices as hwell ae production and 
marketing costs. We-now kuow the 
cust ot every step in the disirivuting 
process from tte time the seed is 
planted to the time the fruit is de- 
livered to the consumer's dosSrste;

THE TECHNICAL SCHOOL, 

Editor Bulletin 

S.r,—I have noticed that on several 
occasions you have referred in your 
editorials in unmistakably disparag- 
ing terms to the Technical H.gh 
School in general, and to the work 
done in that institution tn particular, 
Having been a member of the faculty 
of this school for the past two years 
or more, | feel that I am somewhat 


qaulified to answer some of your re- 
marks, and I beg that you will give 
me apace in your columns for that 


purpose, especially regarding the ar- 
ticle pulbbi. she? on the 8th inst., when 
you referred to the school as an in- 
stitution for the making of ‘serub 
carpenters and amateur blacksmiths,”’ 

I shall only state facts regarding 
my own department, that of architec- 
tural and mechanical drawing. 

Last year I conducted two series of 
lectures on building construction, one 
in the day time and the other at night, 
purpose.y for men in the bu.lding 
trades, to enlighten them more fully | 
on the intricacies of their business, 
aod to train them In the preparation 
of tworking detail drawings and in 
the reading of blue prints and plans. 
Had it not been for slackness in the 
bu.lding trades this course wou!ld have 
Leen continued into an advanced stage 
this year. The course prepared for 
these students—over 60 enrolled— | 
viso included practical work in the 
wood shops, and estimating and shop 
mathematics. 

Now, with regard to the boys, with 
whom architectural or mechanical 
urawing is compulsory. At the arts 
and crafts exhibtion in 1914 our boys, 
competing against university, high 
school, Alberta College and other stu- 
dents, captured Ist, 2nd and 3rd in 
geometrical drawing. Including this 
exhibition and others up-to-date, 20 
prizes have been offered in these sub- 
jects open for public competition. Out 
of this number 13 have gone to tech- 
nical school pupils. 

One boy from the school has been 
with an E.D. & B.C, survey party for 
the past year, and his knowledge ot 
Grafting and plotting surveys, gained 
whilst at the school, was the means of 
his elevation from chain man to 
draughtsman in the office, 

Another boy whose drafting knowl- 
edge was entirely gained ‘n thia de- 
partment is now in the employ ot 
Marshall Fields of Chicago, as a win- 
dow designer 

I have now two pupils specializing 
in building construction another 
working for his Alberta architect's de- 
ations of the Royal Institute of Brit- 
ish Architects 

Any time you or your readers care 
to visit ihe school I will be glad to 
show you some of my ‘scrub’ 
draughtsmen's work, but should you 
be afraid that a visit to the school
